SOME WELL-KNOWN FIGURES. 
ALTHOUGH Mr. Page L. Dickinson is 


wowyliving in Yorkshire his name 
must be a familiar one in most profes- 
sional and artistic circles in ublin, 
where before the war he practised as an 
architect and played a, prominent, part in 
the social and artistic life of the city. 

The period under review is 1904-1914, a 
period of marked activity in cultured and 
intellectual circles. It was a time of both 
promise apd achievement. The interest 
in. modern paintings, brought about by Sir 
Hugh Lane’s gift, is significant of the 
times, and the establishment of the: Abbey 
Theatre as a home for Irish drama gave 
an incentive to talent which neyer has 
failed to justify itself. The formation of 
the Arts Club in 1906 was indicative of 
the trend of the times. The main spirits 
in this particular venture were not actu- 
ally artists, but the Arts Club counted 
among its members in those days W. B. 
and Jack Yeats, Sir Hugh Lane, Dermot 
O’Brien, Susan Mitchel, Percy French, 
the Orpens and a number of other now 
well-known personalities, and so crystal- 
lised the rénutssance movement then going 
on in Dublin. We hardly need add that 
Mr. Dickinson has many anecdotes, both 
flattering and the reverse, to tell of these 
people. 

Few of the now prominent doctors, 
pocts and artists of our city are absent 
from Mr. Dickinson’s gallery of pre-war 
Dublin. Doctor Leeper is there with a 
couple of typically good stories. Conor 
OBrien, now known 
all over the world as 
an intrepid yachts- 
man, appears here in 
the less familiar rédle 
of mountaineer and 
writer of comic verse.

li bar men who make the material for 
this book were painted by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, shared the life of 
Holland House, held their seats and 
their fortunes, but managed to lose 
America. For the first two of these 
thev were praised; but íor the others 
history has been as harsh as it well could 
be. The ‘‘corruption’’ of the Executive 
under George III. has been the theme of 
many a fervent political reformer through- 
out the nineteenth century, but Mr. 
Namier takes away the sting by showing 
that the King, Bute, and even Holland. 
were not the villains they have been 
painted. They were merely weak men who 
held great power. The ‘‘corruption = 18 
here subjected to an analysis which will 
remove it once for all from the pages of 
history: if there was any ‘‘ corruption 
at all Mr. Namier shows that it came from 
below rather than from above. 

It has been thought that the “ corrup- 
tion ” of the politics of the late eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries flowed from 
the King himself, and that he scattered 
largesse without stint. This book is a 
corrective to that legend: it will be seen 
that the money used was of comparatively 
moderate amount, that it was given on 
the request «f the recipients or their 
friends. and was, therefore, rather charity 
than ‘‘corruption’’; that it was what 
would now be called ‘“‘secret service 
money for salaries and expenses of agen* 
at home and abroad. The legend that the 
money was largely used for the purchase 
of safe seats in the Commons is exploded 
by giving full details of the expenditure 
and analysing its distribution. ia 

The chapter-headings will give an indi- 
cation, but an indication only, of the 
scope and merit of Mr. Namier’s very 
original work, which will be a source-book 
for future historians and biographers of 
the period. In his two volumes, he treats 
of ‘‘Why Men Went Into Parliament, 
“The Electoral Structure of England,’ 
‘Secret Service Money under the Duke of 
Newcastle,” ‘‘Shropshire Politics and 
Men at the Accession of George III.,”’ 
““The Cornish Boroughs,’’ ‘‘ Two Treasury 
Boroughs,”’ and a particularly illuminat- 
ing chapter, ‘‘ Parliamentary Beggars. 
In the course of his eight chapters and an 
appendix containing the figures of the 
Secret Service accounts, Mr. Namier 
really re-writes and re-values the history 
of the period, correcting much that needed 
correction and giving new directions to the 
historians and biographers of the future. 

Since 1912 Mr. Namier has been work- 
ing on the period with a view to a study 
on “The Imperial Problem During the 
American Revolution,”’ and here is pub- 
lished merely a kind of introduction to 
that larger work. Men, not parties, are 
his material here; indeed, he believes that 
there were really no parties actually in 
being at the time, and that “ Whigs” and 
‘Tories’? in their generally accepted 
significance had little or no cohesion until 
a later date. Whether this is actually so 
is, perhaps, still open to debate; Walpole 
could speak familiarly of ‘‘ Tories,’’ and 
this he could hardly have done had there 
been no party cohesion. The book offers 
many new speculative paths of this kind. |

A NOTABLE NOVEL. 
66 ORTRAIT ‘in a Mirror ’’—the 

second novel written by the presént 
dramatic critic of The Times—is Victorian 
both in period—the action is placed in the 
eighteen seventies—and in the solidity of 
its style. The nineteenth century was a 
time when people were calmer and more 
reticent than they are now—if one judges 
from the most popular contemporary 
novels. There is not a single neurotic 
character in the story. It is written in a 
serious vein, and we cannot recall that 
the author makes any effort at wit. The 
characters preserve some kind of con- 
sistency in their speech and actions, and 
they do not contradict in one chapter 
what they have said or done in another. 
It all happened, in fact, before the Great 
War. H Mr. Morgan is a Victorian in” 
his style, however, he uses a freedom, and 
independence in the treatment of -his 
theme which Victorian 
denied. The theme is the love of Nigel 
Frew, a youth of genius, for a woman 
who is slightly older than himself. 
Readers who aie accustomed to reading 
many modern novels may think that 
‘*Portrait in a Mirror’’ moves very 
slowly, but this slowness only is apparent. 
Before we have read half-way we find 
ourselves in an atmosphere of suspense, 
and we await anxiously Mr. Morgan’s 
solution of his hero’s problem. The story 
is told with deep insight, and it contains 
passages of réal imaginative beauty. The 
publication of ‘ Portrait in a Mirror’”’ 
alone is enough to inake 1929 a notable 
year in English fiction.

FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. 


ERE is a timely book. Everywhere 
to-day there are indications that the 
struggle for the freedom of the Press, 
which .was thought to have been 
victoriously terminated almost a century 
ago, must be renewed from time to time if 
the freedom is to be retained. It is the 
first thing to be attacked when Governments 


desire to have their own way without: 


criticism and without restraint. 

The story, as related by Mr. Wickwar 
in this book, is as readable as it is extra- 
ordinary. The fight between the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice and Richard 
Carlile is one of the most interesting 
stories interwoven in the larger narrative. 
The method adopted by the Society was to 
arrest, and have imprisoned, every person 
who served in the shop. The shop in 
Fleet street, London, was the distributing 
centre for such works as Paine’s ‘‘ Age of 
Reason’’ and other ‘‘ blasphemous and 
obscene’’ books, and as such was the 
objective of especial attention. All who 
volunteered to serve in the shop were 
sentenced, to imprisonment for from six 
months to three years, but that did not 
deter volunteers from coming from all parts 
of Britain to act as assistants. The prosecu- 
tions at last became a scandal, and when 
Carlile and his assistants were released 
the battle had been won. 

To William Cobbett is given the chief 
credit for the fiasco which ended the 


struggle. When Cobbett turned his own 
trial into an indictment of the Govern- 
ment, and obtained an acquittal, the 


prosecuting system fell to pieces. ‘‘ We 
can never be sure,” said Mill, “ that the 
opinion we are endeavouring to stifle is a 
false opinion; and, if we were sure, 
stifling it would: be an evil still.’’ The 
opinions that were being stifled 100 years 
ago are now so much accepted that they

Mr. David Barry, in replying to the toast 
of “Our Guests,’’ said that, as an Ulsterman 
who had spent more than twenty years ef his 
lie in Dublin, he was giad to have the 
opportunity to be the guest of one of the 
premier commercial bodies of his native 
province and to tell them some of the things 
which he had had to suffer during his pro- 
jonged banishment to what is now the Free 
state, His principal grievance against the 
people who live on the other side of the 
Border was that they had tried to kill him 
with their kindness. but. as could be seen, 
they had not quite succeeded. On the other 
hand, he was more determined to play one 
man's part in the future of the city that had 
sdopted him. Nor hac he any doubt as to 
the outcome of the uphill struggle for peace 
and prosperity which the people of the Free 
Mate were engaged in.

He wanted them to accept him as a well. 
informed and honest witness when he told 
them that his Free State friends, who 
helonged to all kinds of religious denomina- 
tions and political parties, iojoted ta know 
that the signs of returning Ivish prosperity 
were not confined to one side of the boundary. 
When they heard that the linen tradé in the 
North was bad, thev felt that not merely 
Northern Treland. but all Ireland. suffered.

ULSTER FARM METHODS. 
Mr, R FF. Herdman, Chairman of Beifast 
Harbour Commissioners, said that in Ireland 


they possessed probably the finest grazing 
fields .n the world, and yet they had large 
imports of butter from abroad and money 
sent abroad which might be kept hí their 
own country. Surely it would be worth while, 
in these bad times, for farmers to turn 
their atention to more efficient dairy werks. 
Lei them take, for example, the question 
of preserved milk and cream, both of which 
commodities were in large demand. Why

of fruit and vegetables. Flax, of course, 
had for long been grown in Ireland, and yet 
as an industry could hardly be regarded as 
progressive, Northern Ireland paying annually 
vast sams for foreign fibre. 

Through the derating scheme great help 
was being given to the farmer, and he hoped 
that this, and greater enterprise, would help 
to bring back prosperity to the farming class.

It is understood that Mr. de Valera will 
be brought before two Kesident Magistrates 
in Belfast to-morrow afternoon on a charge 
of contravening an exclusion order issued 
under the Civil Authorities Act. 

The exclusion order; which was made in 
1924, applies to the Cities of Belfast and 
Derry, and the remainder of Northern Ire- 
land, with the exception of County Antrim, 


where Mr. de Valera is at liberty to live and 
move about freely, if he so desires. He 
would, of course, have some difficulty in 


getting there without crossing prohibited 
areas, unless he came either by air or sea. 
The action of the Government in arresting 
Mr. de Valera on the present occasion has 
not met with approval, unless among a small 
section. The general view is that the Govern- 
ment has given Mr. de Valera a political 
advertisement which he was not unwilling to 


obtain.

TWO MEN DROWNED. 


Two men were drowned in a North Kerry 
river on Wednesday—Michael Usher (26), a 
labourer, and Timothy O’Sullivan, a married 
man, who leaves a wife and three children. 

The accident took place near the Cashen, 
at a place called Ballylea. The men were 
going by horse and car to the house of a man 
named Timothy Leahy, who lives at Ballylea, 
ior the purpose of buying some cabbage 
pants. The passage by which they travelled 
ran by the bank of the River Cashen, and 
owing to the recent heavy rains was covered 
with water. 

Apparently the men missed their way, and 
drove the horse into the river, A man 
named Michael O’Dea witnessed their plight 
from the opposite bank of the river, and 
fetched others, with whom he went on the 
river in a boat in an attempt, to rescue the 
men. 

The bodies were not recovered till yester- 
day evening. An inquest was held by Dr. J. 
Clancy, Coroner, and a verdict of death due 
to asphyxiation by drowning was returned.

HALVES OF VESSEL TOWED 
TO BELFAST 


The Royal mail motor vessel Lochmonar 
left Belfast yesterday on her official trial trip, 
after undergoing a remarkable reconstruction 
at the works of Messrs. Harland and Wolff, 
Limited. She is a vessel of 9,400 tons gross, 
built by this Belfast firm in 1924, and pro- 
pelled by twin-screw Harland-B and W. 
single-acting motors. 
Towards the end of 1927 the Lochmonar 
ran ashore on the Mersey revetment, and was 
so badly damaged that, in order to salve her, 
it was necessary to cut off about 150 feet of 
the fore-end of the vessel. A temporary bulk- 
head was erected and the after-part of the 
ship moved up the Channel to Liverpool, to 
await favourable weather for the tow across 
to Belfast.. It is interesting to note that this 
temporary bulkhead was so well constructed 
that it was possible to use the main engines 
of the ship to assist in the propulsion of the 
vessel up the Channel. 

UNUSUAL DIFFICULTIES. 
The after-part of the ship was later towed 
to Belfast, where a new fore-end was laid 
down on the slipway. This new bow wes 
launched in the ordinary way, and the two 
atts of the ship joined together’in dry dock. 
he building and launching of t® new bow 
and the subsequent operation of joining up to 
the after-part of the ship presented unusual 
difficulties, which the experience and skill of 
the builders were successful in overcoming. 
During the time this work was being 
carried out the opportunity was taken to fit 
exhaust turbo blowers on the Buchi system, 
the blowers being provided by Brown, 
Boveri and Co., of Baden. As a result of 
this application of pressure induction the 
machinery natutally developed a much 
greater horse-power, with corresponding sub- 
stantia] increase in the speed of the vessel. 
The working of the machinery under pressure 


induction conditions was us satisfactory, 
the iu running smoothly throughout the 
trials.

There were ten such cases before the Court 
from the County Meath, and the total sum 
awarded as compensation was £1,563, the 
costs allowed totalling 206 guineas. 

The most interesting case came from Oris- 
town, a small village between Navan and 


Kells. 
WATERLOO WHISKEY. 

The — J. J. Madden, produced his 
books showing the records of the business 
transactions of the premises, which had been 
a public-house for over one hundred years. 
The earliest record produced dated from 
1815, and the judge, looking at the entries, 
remarked: ‘‘ They were drinking whiskey 
here when the fighting was going on at 


Waterloo. You could get two quarts of 
porter for threepence and a naggin of 
whiskey for fivepence. (Laughter.) Those 
were what they called “The good old 
times.’’’ (Laughter.) 

The applicant, in reply to Mr. Fallon, 
barrister-at-law, said that he did a good 


business until recently. The district was a 
tourist one. 

Mr. Fallon—Your premises are quite 
adjacent to the original site of Tailteann. 

Sroseedings counsel referred to that historic 
rath, which he described as one of the resi- 
dences of the Ard Righ, or High King of 
Ireland. The hill was the scene of the great 
annual fair, and authentic records of it dated 
as far back as There used to

Ancient Civilisation, 


An expedition which was sent to 
Central America by the Carnegie Institu- 
tion has succeeded in restoring to some- 
thing like its original condition the great 
Maya Temple of the Warriors. The early 
civilisations of America are a dark chapter 
to the average European. Macaulay has 
written in a famous essay that *‘ every 
schoolboy knows who imprisoned Monte- 
zuma and who strangled Atahualpha.”’ 
The majority of schoolboys manage to 
conceal their knowledge of these matters 
very successfully and to forget: it com- 
pletely in later years. There is some- 
thing fascinating in the reclamation of 
the long-forgotten cities from tho tropical 
jungle.

The Bank Rate. 


The rise in the Bank Rate this 
morning to 5, per cent. was scarcely 
expected, though it was feared that an 
increase was becoming necessary. On 
Thursday at noon there is always an 
assembly at the Bank of England to 
watch for any possible change in the rate, 
and the crowd this morning rendered the 
approaches to the Court Poom, where the 
figures are published, almost impassable. 
A few minutes after midday one of the 
Bank attendants appeared holding up a 
board on which was written the words: 
“Bank Rate this day 54 per cenf.” In 
a moment there was the wildest confusion, 
scores of messengers making a wild rush 
to their offices, while others struggled to 
get on to the telephones. It is several 
years since there was such a scene in the 
Bank. On the Stoc! Exchange the excite- 
ment was equally intense, and hundreds 
of members stood in the Consol Market 
waiting for the announcement. The 
interest can be understood when it 1s 
recalled that an increased Bank Rate 
depresses prices of gilt-edged securities, 
increases the charge for loans, and bas 
several other very important results. 


New York's Pressure. 


There was a feeling in the City this 
morning before the change in the Bank 
Rate was announced that New York was 
forcing the pace too strongly. It was 
hoped, however, that the Governor of the 
Bank of England, who is in New York, 
would arrange with his friends there for 
a method of protecting our exchange 
without the necessity of advancing the 
Bank Rate. It appears that the New 
York financial authorities are directing 
their policy purely upon the fact of the 
internal situation, with te result that 
money rates there are to be kept up 
and credit restricted, hence the necessity 
for increasing the Bank Rate on this side. 
The United States Bank Rate was raised 
twice in 1928; but the Bank Rate here 
was kept at a level lower than in most 
other monetary centres. The continued 


drain on the Bank of England gold stocks 


has reduced the total holding to less than 
£150,000,000 lower than when the gol! 
standard was restored in April, 1925. 
The higher Bank Rate may interfere with 
the plans of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer; for it has been expected in 
some quarters that the conversion of the 
5 per cent. War Loan into a security 
with a lower rate of interest would be 


carried out this summer, but this cannot 


possibly be done in the circumstances. 


The Roman Question.

Nixon, 
law clerk, and Thomas Fitzsimons, executors 
of the will of the late Thomas Reilly, Seefin, 
pailieborough, sought to have the will estab- 


Mrs. Reilly, wife of the deceased man, 
we to have the will set aside. 

r. M'Guckan (instructed by Mr. Vance) 
appeared for the executors, and Mr. F. Duff 
(instructed: by Mr. M‘Breen) for the defend- 
‘ant, Mrs. Reilly. 

Robert Nixon, law clerk, deposed that the 
deceased man sent for him, and on his in- 
structions witness drew up the will 
(produced), The deceased man, although 
suffering from consumption, was fully com- 
petent to make a will. i 

Cross-examined by Mr. Duffy, the witness 
said that deceased man had told him that 
his wife had left him. 

Mr. Duffy—Did you make any remark to 
him that it was an unnatural thing to leave 
a child of seven years old unprovided íor till 
she reached the age of 21’—I did not. 

Mr. Duffy—Why did he measure the sum 
at £30 that he gave to his wife?—He said 
that he got a few pounds with her. 

WIFE'S STORY. 

Mrs. Reilly, the widow, deposed that she 
was twenty-nine years of age. She married 
the deceased man on April 18th, 1921. She 
knew him for a long time. 

Mr. Duffy—What nature of a man was 
he?’—He was a nice man to talk to; but 
afterwards he was not so nice. 

Mr. ‘ Dufty—Before you got married had 
there been any proposals made to you’—Yes; 
he asked me on two or three different occa- 
sions to marry him. I refused him on every 
occasion. 

Mr. Duffy—Do you remember the Monday 
before Ash Wednesday of 1921’—Yes; he 
came to the house before daylight in the 
morning and asked me to marry him. He 
said that it was the last day before Ash 
Wednesday, and that if he did not get 
married then he would not m afterwards. 
My father came home from the fair, and told 
me that I was getting married in the morning. 
That was the first i knew oí the marriage. 
On the morning oí the marriage he came 
into the church with his best man. When we 
were married he walked out of the church 
and left me behind. I walked to his father’s 
place. He was greatly changed from the 
evening before. He was very dull, and did 
not talk for nine or ten days. 

“MARRIED WRONG WOMAN.” 

One day he lay down on the floor and 
rolled on it, and said that he was lost and 
that he married the wrong woman. He said 
that he saw a better-looking woman that he 
could get £300 or £400 with. He said I 
brought bad luck and misfortune on him. 
A calf was emothered and he said I was the 
ureatest bad luck and misfortune that ever 
was, His sister also was in the house. She 
owned everything in the house. I got my 
meals at the back of the door, and on one 
occasion she threw her tea in my face. 

Mr. Duffy—Did he bring you to fairs and 
markets’—No. He said that I was not fit 
to be seen walking with him. 

Mr. Duffy —Who would he bring ?—His 
sister, Bridget. They would go some distance 
from the house and start to, fight. They 
would come back again and the sister would 
lift a sweeping brush and dip it in the dirty 
water and strike me on the face with it, when 
they were fighting in a sham. 

Mr. Duffy—Why did you leave?—The why 
of it is he did not want me. The sister had 
all to do with it. 

Mr. Duffy—Did you work in the place?— 
Yes. I wheeled turf, barefooted. e got a 
spade and held it over my head and I had to 
wheel the turf. 

Mr. Duffy—How long would you be work- 
ing at the turf?—From seven in the morning 
till eight at night. She was ill when she 
Jeft him. 

REPUBLICAN COURT ORDER. 

Cross-examined by Mr, McGuckan—The 
Republican Court ordered her to return to her 
husband but she did not go back at the time, 
as she was ill, and when she got better his 
house was closed and he could not be found. 

Mr. M‘Guckan—Did you ever wi! to find

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, said that 
the amount of the National Debt on December

The Home Secretary said that he did not 
think it necessary or desirable to appoint 
a special commission to report upon the police 
supervision of my clubs.

with the matter. 

Whea the discussion in committee of the 
Scottish Local Government Bill was resumed 
at Clause 12, the Lord Advocate moved the 
first of a series of amendments dealing with 
religious instruction. He treated the House 
to a historical survey of the religious question 
in Scotland in connection with the education 
of the children, and said that this had always 
been considered a vital matter in Scotland 
The mandatory Section 7 of the Act of 1918, 
although somewhat vaguely phrased, had 
proved a complete success, and had won 
especially the good-will of the teachers. They 
were now proposing to change from an ad hoe 
authority to an ed omnia, and two difficulties 
arose. The first was as to the con. 
tinuance of Section 7 of the 1918 Act, 
and the second related to the effect 
of changing from ad hoc to ad omnia, 
regarded from the angle which Mr. Maxton 
called the religious inspiration, and drive in 
the track of education in Scotland. Both 
these points would be safeguarded in the 
present bill, which, whilst changing the con- 
stitution of the educational authorities, in no 
way touched or altered the statutory pro- 
vision for the administration of education as 
laid down in the 1918 Act. 

The amendment and consequential ones 
were regarded as satisfactory by all sides of 
the House, and were agreed to without a 
division. 7 

Clauses 12 to 14, which deal with the ap;

THE TIMBER TRADE IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


REPORT ON PRODUCTION. 

Preliminary Report No. 23 of the Census 
of Production, 1926, dealing with the timber 
trade refers only to 150 of the larger estab- 
lishments out of a total number of 228. In 
the 78 timber tradihg concerris not included, 
the aggregate value of goods made amounted 
only to £4,000, or an average of about £300 
oe Á They have been omitted from the 
summary because it was not found possible 
to obtain accurate details of materials used, 
numbers employed, wages and salaries paid, 


etc. 

The total value of goods made in the 150 
establishments dealt with in 1926 is 
£942,420. - This includes £61,856 for wort 
done—on buildings, general and jobbing 
carpentry, and work done on commission. 

As this output represents goods made for 
sale, it does not include the value of wooden 
cases, boxes, etc., made by other industrial 
firms for their own use, unless they . were 
manufactured in a separate establishment in 
the business, as im the cooperage depart- 
ment of large breweries, or the joinery works 
of builders and contractors. The figure shown 
for coffins, £15,543, -does not include particu- 
lars of thése made by undertakers, who were 
not required to furnish returns. 

In order to ascertain the net output, or the 
value ‘added by industrial processes, four sets 
of costs must be subtracted- from the gross 
output of. £942,420. These sets of costs are 
as follow:—Total cost of . materials used, 
£435,286; total cost of fuel, etc.; £20,793; 
cost of purchased paeking materials sold with 

oods, renewal of tools, material for repairs. 

074, and sums paid to other firms for saw- 
ing; Pleming, etc., £3,003. Total—£466,456. 

e net output is, therefore, £475,964. 

The total amount of salaries and wages

The total number of persons engaged on 
the 16th October, 1926, was 2,859, of whom

PROTEST OF SOUTHERN AND

CONFERENCE IN CORK.

From Our SPECIAL: CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 
A conference of representatives of the 
Harbour Commissioners of Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford here to-day | unanimously 
adopted a resolution, stating that they 
viewed with anxiety, almost amounting to 
alarm, the fact that the Development Com- 
mittee for the improved transport of agri- 
cultural products of the Irish Free State, as 
at present ‘constituted, established a serious 
menace to the trade of the ports of the 
South and West of Ireland. They de- 
plored the fact that this national movement 
contained no” representation from Munster, 
and they requested that President Cos- 
rave, as senior representative of Cork 
bá Constituency, the Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture, and the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce should consider 
their claims as to the injury which might 
accrue to Southern and Western ports, and 
the country generally, if the continued denial 
of their representation was persisted in. 
The Chairman of the Cork Harbour Com- 
missioners, Mr. Richard Wallace, presided. 
and welcomed the following delegates :—

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 

The Chairman said that they in Cork had 
developed and brought their port into line 
in maintaining and improving it for the 
transport of passengers, live stock and mer- 
chandise long before the railways were 
thought of. The ports in which they were 
interested were the factors through which 
commerce was passing to and from their 
country. The railway companies, in the 
process of time, became the feeders of their 
ports, but that did not give them the right 
to-day to beat an action whereby they 
concentrated their efforts in one particular 
port to the detriment of many others. This 
was the new marketing scheme originated 
under the cloak of national. development. 

They were assembled together to discuss 
between themselves why they should not have a 
National Development Committee representa- 
tive of the ports of Munster and Connaught. 
Those who authorised this Development Com- 
mittee refused the application for such repre- 
If they diagnosed why all the 
traftic was being invited to the North Wall, 
they would find that they had not gone an 
inch out of the ordinary services to justify 
themselves in calling this a National Develop- 
ment Committee. The only thing was that 
some kind of Sunday service was required. 
Goods traffic from the South should naturally 
pass through the Southern ports of Cork and 
Waterford. 

These eleven or twelve men on the Com- 
mittee did not represent Munster, ‘Therefore, 
they had asked for the combined assistance 
of the Southern ports’ representatives in the 
interests common to them all. They were 
not there to take up a sparring attitude 
against any Corporation, but they certainly 
held that the interests of each of their ports 
should not be sacrificed, hurt or damagéd in 
any way by outside interests. Nature had 
given them a geographical ition which 
they had developed for centuries, They had 
striven to do their work in the hope that 
when they laid down their tools at the end of 
their service they would have fought any 
opposition that came their way, and “would 
be able to hand down to their successors the 
fruits of their labours. 

“ A MISNOMER.”’ 

Mr. Farrell said that the name National 
Transport Committee was a misnomer, as it 
was ostensibly set up for transporting goods, 
and the great carrying companies of Dublin 
were strongly represented on it. Going over 
the different names, he found that there was 
not one representing the Southern or Western 
ports. Waterford had asked for representa- 
tion, and was told, as Cork and 
Limerick were also told, that the Com- 
mittee was sufficiently large at pre- 
sent. That was a very polite refusal. 
If this Transport. Committee got a grip of 
the trade of the Southern ports, the two in- 
dependent companies which they had in the 
South—the Clyde Shipping Co. and the Lime- 
rick Steamship Co.—if their trade was taken 
from them, should either get out of existence 
or be absorbed by the larger companies. Such 
& loss would not alone react on the ports of 
Cork, Limerick and Waterford, but on the 
interests of the entire country, because there 
pow be nothing to prevent the trade of 
the entire country from being diverted to 
Dublin. : 

The Mayor of Limerick said that he char- 
acterised the Development Committee as the 
real shadow of a menace to the stability and 
progressiveness of their ports, and to what 
they represented as a very ancient heritage. 
As port representatives they had a distinc- 
tive function to perform resolutely. None of 
their rights should be allowed to be taken 
from them without a definite protest. Per- 
sonally, he believed that there was a definite 


movement on foot for a centralisation policy 


which would make another division in their 
country, for they would then have a one- 
county State and a 25-county market-garden. 
Seventy-five per cent of their country’s 
wealth was agricultural pfoduce, and the 
vast pajority of that came from the Southern 
and Western provinces. There was one 
creamery north of Thurles, The big export 
of eggs came from the Western and Southern 
districts. 

Mr. Gayer said that it was his idea that 
the Marketing Committee would collapse if 
the Government withdrew its support from 
it. Influence should be brought to bear on 
the Government to withdraw their representa- 
tives on the committee, or else insist on the 
Southern ports getting: representation. 

After some further discussion the proposal 
was approved.

INFLUEN7A DEATHS 
INCREASING. 


652 IN GREAT BRITAIN 
LAST WEEK.

The effect of the spread of influenza on the 
death-rate 4n England and Wales is shown 
in. the Registrar-General’s. return of births 
and deaths, which this week contains special 
comparisons of the influenza death-rate. 

Last week in the 107 county boroughs and 

reat towns of England and Wales there were 

deaths from influenza, against 321 in the 
week before last. Deaths from all causes 
numbered 7,944, and were 1,083 more than 
in the previous week. In London there were 
364 more deaths than in the week before last. 

This year so far there have been 1,373 
deaths eons influenza, compared with 605 in 
the first five weeks of last year. 

The influneza death-rate, which was 0.35 per 
1,000 for the week ended January 12th, is 
now nearly. six times as high, and nearly 
twice that of the week before last. 

In the great towns. in the North the 
influenza death-rate rose from 0.3 four weeks 
ag» to 2.1, and from 0.3 to 2.6 in the South, 
excluding Greater London. 

In Wales the disease remained stationary. 

Greater London showed a big increase of 
from 0.3 a month ago to 1.9 last week, when 
influenza deaths totalled 198.

VARIED BOWLING. 

Woodfull (7) and Jackson (15) continued 
Australia’s innings on a hard pitch, wuaich 
was a trifle worn, with a distinct spot show 
ing at one end. White and Larwood opened 
the attack, the former bowling over tie 
wicket to get the full benefit of the worn patch 
After 8 runs had been added to the over- 
night score of 24 in the first twenty-five 
minutes this morning, Chapman took the 
Notts bowler off in favour of Tate 

No fewer than seven changes were made 
in the attack in less than an hour’s cricket. 

The last proved successful, Geary getting 
Jackson caught at the wicket in 
the second over.

A SIMPLE CATCH. 

, There was a sensational start. White, who 
tdok the first over getting Hendry caught off 
his fifth delivery before any addition had 
been made.

Kippax hoisted the 100 in two hours and 
thirty-eight minutes.

AFTER TEA.

CAUGHT AND BOWLED. 

At 222 Ryder jumped in to White, and 
returned the ball high and wide to the 
bowler's left hand. White made no mistake 
this time, and took the ball splendidly. 
Apart from this one chance, Ryder played a 
magnificent forcing innings, combined with 
sound judgment in picking out the right balls 
to score off. He batted just over two hours 
and a half, and was always trying to knock 
the bowlers off their length. His principal 
hits were five 4’s. At 258 A. Beckett fell to 
~ brilliant catch at second slip by Hammond 
off White, the Gloucestershire player rolling 
over twice, while holding the ball firmly in 
his left hand. With only a few minutes left 
for play Oxenham came out to partner Brad- 
man, and with the total at 260 for 6 the 
close of play was reached.

COMPENSATION POINT.

snagenens was delivered in an appeal 
brought by William Logue, of West End, 
Bundoran, plumber, from an order of Circuit 
Court Judge Wakely made on the hearing of 
an gpg for compensation, for injuries 
which the applicant said he received in the 
course of his employment by Mrs. Eileen 
Pentland, of The Ferns, Lough Allen, Car- 
rick-on-Shannon, in March, 1927. 

It appeared from the evidence that the ap- 
plicant had been employed by the respondent 
to do the work of providing for a supply of 
hot and cold water to her bungalow and for 
& sewerage system. He was tw be paid four 
guineas a week while doing the work, and 
was supplied by Mrs. Pentland with two 
workmen to assist him. The applicant fell 
off a ladder while looking at the work, and 
was badly injured. At the hearing of the 
application in the Circuit Court it was sub- 
mitted, on behalf of the respondent, that the 
applicant was not a workman within the 
meaning of the Workmen's Compensation Act, 
but an independent contractor, 7 

Judge Wakely found that the applicant was 
not a workman to whom the Workmen's 
Compensation Act applied, but that he was 
an independent contractor, and he dismissed 
the application on the merits with costs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, delivering judgment, 
said that the learned Circuit. Court Judge 
seemed to have approached the question of a 
contract of service, not in a positive and direct 
manner, but negatively and indirectly through 
the question of independent contractor, There 
was abundant positive evidence of a contract 
of service, and the finding of the Circuit 
Court Judge was unsupported by 
evidence unless there was evidence of a 
contract inconsistent, with contract of 
service, The point that the Circuit Court 
Judge seemed to have stressed was that the 
applicant was employed to do a particular 
work, and from this he treated the applicant 
as having been given a contract for the work, 
the contract price being calculated by the 
estimated time required for completion— 
namely, six weeks at four guineas a week, 
But the whole job was not given to the 
applicaut. He was only employed on it with 
others. These additional workmen were supplied 
and employed directly by the respondent, 
who also supplied the materials. Further, 
there 


a 


was nothing in the evidence to 
suggest that if the work was com- 
pleted in five instead of six week: the 


applicant, nevertheless, was to get twenty-four 
guineas instead of the five weeks’ wages. The 
only other matter that could possibly support 
the finding was a supposed absence of control. 
but there not a shred of evidence that 
the respondent had not a right to issue any 
orders she pleased; as far as the evidence 
went it was open to them to suppose—and, 
for himself, he unhesitatingly supposed—that 
the respondent would have interfered with the 
applicant, if she thought he was doing wrong, 
with far less reluctance than she would have 
interfered with her cook, if ehe had an, 
impulse to be critical. But it could hardly 
be suggested that a cook was not employed 
under a contract of service. Control, in the 
present-day relatjgns of master and servant, 
was more often theoretical right, flowing 
notionally from the relation of master and 
servant than a staring fact that they could 
look to for illumination on a disputed ques- 
tion as to whether the relation existed or not. 
He was satisfied that in this case a contract 
of service had been proved. The fact 
that he differed from the learned Circwit 
Court Judge was not to be taken to imply 
that he had not everv respect for the careful 
and learned judgment of the Cireuit Court 
Judge, 

Mr. Justice Johnston concurred. 

The case acc ‘dingly was sent back to the 
Cireuit Court. Judge to assess compensation, 
the applicant being allowed the costs of the 
appeal,

Newbridge, Co. Kildare, claimed from Deering

promise of marriage. 

The plaintiff in her statement of claim set 
out that prior i» February 26th, 1927, she 
and hu sil cách verbally agreed to marry each 
other, and that by a letter, undated, received 
on June 16th, 1928, the defendant fixed the 
date of their marriage within three weeks. 


Relying upon the promise of marriage she 
allowed the defendant to seduce her, and n 
child was born on October 6th, 1928, and 


died on the foliowing day. 
In his defence defendant denied having 
offered to mairy the plaintiff, and further 
oe if he agreed to marry her (which 
e denied), he was a minor at the time of 
making the alleged contract. He denied 
having seduced the plaintiff and alleged that 
if there had been an agreement of marriage 
it had been rescinded by mutual consent. 
In a second action Mr. Edward A. Carroll, 
Kinneagh Bungalow, claimed from the same 
defendant £1,000 damages for the alleged 
seduction of Miss Carty, his adopted daughter, 
The defendant denied the alleged seduction. 
It was ordered that the two actions would 
be tried together. 
Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Dockrell, K.C., and 
Mr. Russel! jinstructed by Mr. Henry F. 
Chidley) appeared for the plaintiff in both 
actions; and Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., Mr.

Cpening the case for Miss Carty, Mr. Wood 
pointed out that she was born‘ on Febraary

with the Carroll family, by whom she was 
reared, The defendant. who was a ward ol 
Court, was residing with the Carrolls until 
he took up a garage business at Newtown- 
mountkennedy. At Christmas, 1924, he wrote 
to the plaintiff: ‘‘ Dear Nan,—Isn’t it awful 
to have to wait until June, 1928, to he 
married’ Dut never mind, dear, it won't be 
long going by. Al my love to my good baby 
bun.” There were three marks underneath, 
said counsel, to indicate kisses. In. 1927 he 
sent a biithday card, with the printed words: 
Once again fond birthday wishes 

Yer the distance sped away; 

Every happiness be with you, 
‘ar be every eare to-day. 

And may memories fond and true 

Brighten all life’s path for you. 
The defendant subsequently wrote: “ Annie, 


love, we have not yet Jong more to 
wait to get married.” During a dance 
the defendani brought the plaintiff ont- 
side und seduced her. [n another letter 


defendant told the plaintiff that they would 
have only three weeks more to wait and then 
they would be married. Later on the 
defendant wrote to his client saying he did 
not want to get married now, but knew that 
he had done her a lot of wrong that no 
money could pay for, and asked if he gave her 
£800 would she forgive him, A further letter 
stated that he would give her ihe £800 for her- 
self and settle £600 upon the baby, whom, he 
said, he would send to a nice school, for he 
wanted to pay back the wrong which he had 
done her. He also said he would furnish a 
nice house for her if she liked. Counsel 
added that the defendarft was entitled to 
£7,000 and to £240 in rents. 
PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 
The plaintiff was examined, and generally 
bore out the opening statement of her counsel 
with regard to the promise of marriage, her 
seduction, and the offers of the money to her 
by the defendant. 
Asked by Mr. Justice O’Byrne what had 
become ot the larve number of letters which 
she said she received from the defendant, 
she replied that she had burned them. 


The witness, in further evidence, stated 
that her child was born in the Coombe 
Hospital. 


Mr. Dockrell—Has this man given you any 
compensation or any money al all!—No. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Fitagerald, the 
plaintiff said that she met the dileadnas in 
1924, and they were engaged in January, 
1925; but the General Solicitor for Minors 
took exception to his marriage during his 
minority.
